PRESS EOCUSED PARTICULARLY ON SENATOR MCGOVERN'S MEETINGS WITH 
WEST BANKERS AND VIEWS HE EXPRESSED ON PALESTINIAN PROBLEM, 
ESPECIALLY SUPPORT FOR PALESTINIAN STATE. LEADING DAILY 

AL QUDS DEVOTED LENGTHY FRONT-PAGE STORY APRIL 5 TO SENATOR'S 
PRESS CONFERENCE AND IN APRIL 6 EDITORIAL CITED HIS SUPPORT FOR 
PALESTINIAN STATE AND ARAFAT CALL FOR IMPROVED PALESTINIAN- 
JORDANIAN RELATIONS AS IMPORTANT STATEMENTS THAT COULD LEAD TO 
SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS IE ACTED UPON. LEFT-WING AL SHAAB ON 
APRIL 3 EXPRESSED GREAT SKEPTICISM OVER USEFULNESS OF VISIT FOR

APRIL 5 EDITORIAL AL QUDS CITES ARAFAT'S DOHA PRESS CONEERENCE

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IMPORTANT STATEMENTS THAT, IE IMPLEMENTED, COULD MEAN REAL 
PROGRESS. IT SUGGESTS THAT MCGOVERN STATEMENT IMPORTANT EVEN 
IE NOT ACTED UPON NOW, FOR THIS IS EIRST TIME IMPORTANT U.S. 

OEFICIAL MADE SUCH STATEMENT. ONLY OTHER EDITORIAL COVERAGE WAS 
IN APRIL 3 LEFTIST, ANTI-U.S. AL SHAAB. IT EXPRESSED VIEW THAT

OR THOSE WITH PRO-JORDANIAN SYMPATHIES. (LITANI HAD HEARD FROM 
ISRAELI MFA THAT CONGEN WAS IN CHARGE OF SENATOR'S WEST BANK 
SCHEDULE, THOUGH IN FACT WE SIMPLY CONVEYED CODELS INVITATIONS. 

AS IT TURNED OUT MCGOVERN DID NOT IN FACT SEE PRO-HASHEMITE 
WEST BANKER; ANWAR NUSEIBEH WAS ON CODEL S LIST BUT WAS
